HU) REPORTS TO HOUSE ON CHINA POLICY, OTHER MATTERS 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 6 Dec 80 pp i, & 


[Text] There has been considerable progrese on the Bangladesh proposal for a summit 
of South Asian countries on cooperation, Poreign Minister Prof Shameul Huq told the 


Jatiya Sangead on Friday. 


Replying to 4 written question of Mr. S.A. Khaleq, a Treasury Bench Member, the 
Minister said that consultations were going on at various levels with the countries 
of the region, who have been invited to the conference. 


The Minister said that a working paper prepared by Bangladesh after consultation 
with the countries of the region had been circulated among Rhutan; Burma, India; 
Maldives Nepal; Pakistan and Sri Lanka. The working paper is being studied by 

these governments. Ali these countries have extended support to the proposal in 
principle. He said that the objective of the summit was to forge 4 unity among 
these countries for cooperation in trade industry and other spheres. Citing ex- 
ampie of ERC and ASEAN, he said that these countries were stronger in any negotia- 
tion and acrued benefits. But the countries of this region did not have any such 
organisation through which it co «| exert their influence in the same way that those 
countries could. 


He said it is net an easy task to develop 4 framework of cooperation in the context 
of the history and geography of the region. Therefore every one was proceeding 
with caution and discussions were being held at various level. 


One China Policy 


Replying to another question Bangladesh believed in “one China” policy and regarded 
Taiwan as an integral part of the mainland China. Poreign Minister Pro M Shameul Hug 
said in Jatiya Sangead on Friday. 


Replying to 4 question of Principal Mohammad Nazrul Islam (Al-Malek); the Poreign 
Minister said that the question of Bangladesh's establishment of diplomatic rela- 
tions with Taiwan “does not arise” because of the one-China policy. 


Prof. Huq replied in the negative when a sember wanted to know if Bangladesh 
considered Taiwan as 4 state.

Replying to a question of Mr. Akhtaruzzaman Alamgir (BNP), Prof. Huq referred to 
the last August @eeting in Dacca between the Poreign Ministers of Bangladesh and 
india and said that the two governments had decided to hold discussions after ex- 
change of new information with a view to reaching an early and peaceful solution 
of the probles. 


Asked if the teland was under occupation of any country, the Foreign Minister said 
that the island (Purbasha) had no permanent habitation. As such, he said, he had 
ho information whether the island wae under permanent possession of anyone.

[Text] Bangladesh has improved very much her “image as a potential place for in 
vestment” in the South East Asian countries Deputy Prime Minister Mr. Jamiluddin 
Ahmed told newsmen on return te Dacca Sunday night from 4 six-day visit to Thatland 
and Singrpore, reporte 855. 


The Deputy Prime Minister said that investors and leading industrial houses in 
Singapore and Thailand had shown positive eagerness” for setting up industries in 
joint ventures in Bangladesh. 


He observed that there was still a “communication gap and stressed “we should take 
every opportunity to infore them of our industrial development that is taking place 
in Bangladesh. tHe also stressed the need for more exchanges of visits at the govern- 
ment level for narrowing the communication gap. 


The Deputy Prime Minister who is in charge of the Ministry of Industries inaugurated 
4 seminar on investment in Bangladesh which was held concurrently with the single 
country exhibition of Bangladesh exportables and buyer-seller meet. He aleo had a 
meeting with hie Singapore counterpart and he'd a “very long discussion on bilateral 
cooperation in the industrial sector. In Thatiand he held talks with PSCAP authori- 
ties on re-appraisal of the objectives of the guidelines of regional industrial co- 
operation and had 4 gseeting with Thai Firet Deputy Prime Minister Mator Genera! 
Pramarn Adireksarn who visited Bangladesh recently. 


In reply to 4 question Mr. Ahmed described the investment seminar at Singapore as 
“very successful” which he said was attended by top business and industrial houses 
based in Singapore and representatives of a) di, lomatic missions. Although th: 
products on show in the exhibition and buyer-seller mee: ere limited the Deputy 
Prime Minister said that Singapore businessmen had shown tremendous interest in 
Bangladesh commodities like leather and leather products frozen food jute carpet 
electrical goods and specialised textiles in particular. 


In reply to a question the Deputy Prime Minister said that Singapore had been ewitch- 
ing on to service industry from processing industries. In this context Mr. Jamal- 
uddin said that there was trea ndous potential for shifting some of their labour 
intensive and low and medium technology based industries such as textiles and other 
processing industries which have a record of “finist productivity” in certain cases 
in the world.

Thev include professionals, skilled 
semi-skilled and unskilled workers, he added. 


The Minister stressed the need for @ore exchange of visita between the two brotherly 
countries. He had also indicated the favourable atmosphere about foreign tnvest 
ment in Bangladesh during his discussions with officials and other organisations, 

he said. 


Replying to a question, Mr Atauddin Khan who led 4 three member delegation to Saudi 
Arabia, said that formal «agreement for sending aanpower to that country was not 
necessary “since there were no disagreement.” 


Mr Atauddin Khan had two rounds of talks with Che  overnment of Saud! Arabia at 
Riyadh on matters of bilateral interest relating co u.npower export from Bongladesh. 


Both the sides had expressed their firm belief that the existing bond of friendship 
between the two countries would be further strengthened in the future, Mr Khan said. 


The Manpower Minister also met the Mayor of Jeddah and had a fruitful discussion 
with the high officials of Jeddah Municipality.

Pakistanis could be repatriated because of cumbersome rules and procedures set up 
by the then Gowernment of Pakistan.

JAPAN GRANTS LOAN FOR GAS DEVELOPMENT PROJECT

iText) Japan will extend a lean of yen 6.6 billion (Taka 48 crore approximately) 
to Bangladesh for the Bakhrabad gas development project, under an exchange of 
fhotes signed between the two countries in Dacca on Monday, reports 855. 


The loan will cower the foreign exchange component in the imaplementation of the 
Bakhrabad gas field development project. 


The project includes recompletion of an existing well and drilling of four new 
welle at the Bakhrabad gas field. 


Bangladesh and the Japanese Overseas Economic Cooperation Pund (OPCF) will shortly 
sign 4 formal agreement on the loan when ite disbursement begine. The entire loan 
will be disbursed in five years. 


The loan is repayable in 3 yeare and has an interest of 1.25 per cent, 


Nr. Wirohike Otewka, the Japanese Ambassador and Mr. Mohammad Ali, Joint Secretary, 
External Resources-Division signed the exchange of notes on behalf of their re- 
spective countries. 


While signing the agreement Mr. Otevka expressed his keen interest that Japan took 
to help Bangladesh in ‘building 4 new nation’. 


The Japanese envoy said that Bangladesh was among the countries that received the 
highest development and extended by Japan. This, he said, goes to prove how eager 
Japan is to help the new country build its economy. 


Japan, he eaid, is determined to keep up ite agsistance to Bangladesh. 


Thanking Japan for the development assistance provided Mr. Mohammad Ali said this 
would cover an important sector of development activities in Dacca. 


Mr. Ali said that Japex 4 Japanese fare and the Bakhrabad gas system limited com 
pany of Bangladesh will jointly implement the project. 

Drilling of the five welle are expected to start in Merch and by September of 1982 
all of them are expected to be in production, Mr Ali said.

WOUSE TOLD BORDER PATROL BLING STRENGTHENED

[Text] Nome Minister Mr AS M Mustafieur Rahman on Tuesday told the Jatiya Sangead 
that the patroling by the Bangladesh Rifles (BDR) had been etrenethened to check 
againet intrusion and smugg) ing. 





Speaking on 4 call attention notice by Syed Mansoor Hoseain (BNP), the Home Minister 
said that the decision followed recent series of intrusion by Indian nationale who 
backed by Border Security Porces (857) of India; often harvest the crop and kidnap 
Bangladesh nationale. 


On the night of November 10; some two hundred Indian nationale backed by BSF in- 
truded into Bangladesh and kidnapped fiwe persons of village Chamosha under Bholahat 
in Rajehahi dietrict They also caused injury to 4 Bangladesh national when BSF 
opened a round of fire. 


We said that the local commandere of BOR and BSF wet at 4 flag meeting at Bholahat 
and the BSF commander aseured hie Bangladeshi counterpart chat the kidnapped Bangla- 
deshis would be returned soon. 


But he said it was not alwaye possible to check intrusion with border outposts 
separated by a distance four to seven wiles. 


He said incidents of kidnap usually followed by theft of cattlehead from either side. 


Giving details of the incident raised in the call attention notice, Mr Mustafizur 
Rahman said at four O'clock on that day some two hundred Indian nationale (ghoeh) 
backed by Indian Border Security Force intruded into Bangladesh. They attacked 
Bangladesh nationals who were guarding their paddy fielde. The intruders inflicted 
injuries to one Mustafa and Kidnapped Shameher Ali Inean Ali; Nagir Ali; Shahidul 
Hussain and Kashemuddin of village Chamoeha In aid of the intruders the Indian BSF 
fired one round. 


Earlier, in hie notice Syed Manzoor Hussain expresecd apprehension kidnapped Bangi a- 
deshis might have killed by the Indians. He also alleged that the intruders opened 
about two hundred rounds creating terror in the area.

[Text] Maulana Abbas Ali Khan, Acting Ameer, Jamaat-e-Islami, Bangladesh on Sunday 
put forward five-point formula of his party to check what he said dictatorial ten- 
dency in the country and attain political stability. 


Speaking at a Press conference Maulana Abbas Ali Khan outlining the salient features 
of the five-point proposal said that the “internal stability and security of Bangla- 
desh mainly depend on a sound political system suitable for the country.” 


He said that “neither American Presidential system is suitable nor the Britiah 
Parliamentary system in its entirety can be followed in Bangladesh. Bangladesh 
shall have to develop her own political system.” The present political system of 
Bangladesh was neither Presidential nor Parliamentary. The absolute power wielded 
by President as head of the state and the Government and as chief of the ruling 
party cannot at all be conducive to healthy democratic system,” he observed. 


Maulana Abbas Ali Khan further observed that Bangladesh was yet to develop a politi- 
cal system which guarantees people's authority and claimed that in the “absence of 
4 suitable system the country aay fall prey to political instability leading to 
national insecurity.” 


According to the five-point proposal of Jamaat~-e-Islami the President who would not 
be allowed to lead a party would be directly elected by the people. He would not 
have any authority to rule but advice the Government. The real power to form the 
Govern@ent would remain at the hands of the elected representatives of the people. 
To ensure stability of the Government, Members of the Parliament would not be 
allowed to change their political party. The Cabinet and the Parliament would be 
dissolved three gonths before the national elections. A non-political ‘care-taker' 
Government shall run the administration till next Government is formed. 


Ansvering a number of questions in his first Press conference since the party was 
refloated in past independent Bangladesh in May last year. Maulana Abbas Ali Khan 
said that to implement the programme of his party “we want democracy first".

GANDHT ADDRESSES POLICE INSPECTORS GENERAL 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 20 Dec 80 p 9 


[Text] New Delhi, December 19 (UNI). The Prime Minister, Mre. Indira Gandhi, today 
warned the police against resort to extra-legal methods to curb crime. 


Addressing the conference of inspectorsa-general of police, she said no 
society could endorse such methods in the name of effectiveness to contain crime or 
to maintain law and order. 


Mre. Gandhi referred to incidents, like the Bhagalpur blindings of undertrials. 
She expressed concern that the police had of late been greatly in the news in an 
unfavourable Light. 


At the same tige, “re. Gandhi said that the present day criminals were gore organised 
and better equipped and as such the police force needed more sophisticated methods 
to deal with thea. 


She called upon the police chiefs to consider how the force could be aade “humane” 
and competent. Senior officers should personally supervise cases which caused 
public diequiet and concern. Timely action could prevent small things from explod- 
ing into big ones. 


The Prime Minister etreseed the need for proper training and said that the police 
personne! must have a better power of observation. Two sets of problems are to be 
tackled--those arising out of development and the others out of inequalities. 


She decried agitations as an attempt to undermine the government's legitimacy 
through extra-constitutional action. They posed a major challenge, she told the 
police chiefs. 


Referring to the farmers’ agitation in some parts of the country, Mre. Gandhi ol lepged 
that it was a well-planned et‘ort to obstruct the working of the government. 


Mre. Gandhi cited the Assam agitation as an example of regionalism. There were no 

easy solutions, she said. Given patience, understanding and peaceful means, solu- 

tions could be found.” But the nation could not be held to ransom through pressure 
or economic blockade. 
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The Prime Minister said the police were 4 major line of contact between the govern- 
ment and the people. “The entire government gets a good or bad name depending on 
the level of competence and courtesy of the police,” 


The decline in the prestige of the police and certain trends within the police and 
security forces are causing us much concern, We should act speedily to correct the 
situation,” 


She said a foreign correspondent had asked her: “le it true that some cities in 
India are becoming as bad as central part in New York.” 


Because of increased permissiveness--particularly with the growth of the drug habit 
among young people--cities, which were once regarded as safe, were becoming dangerous; 
she said, 


In the coming decade political and eccnomic pressures were likely to worsen. Even 
when the governments were returned to power with a clear mandate, "There are forces 
which are active to destabilise thea,” 


Everyday there was a new agitation. Some agitations were the result of economic 
hardship, some were the "delayed consequence of the period of virtual absence of 
government, but some are deliberately engineered to bring the present governments at 
the Centre and in the states into discredit.” 


Mre. Gandhi said if the government yielded to the agitating farmers’ demands, the 
equilibrium in the rural areas would be disturbed and there would be greater infla- 
tion and sharper polarisation between villages and towns. 





In towns, she said, there were attempts to “whip up trade union trouble.” Students 
and youth--"always inflammable material"--were enlisted in various agitations, some 
of which had turned violent. She referred to students attack on police stations in 
Punjab and Andhra Pradesh, protesting against increase in bus fares. 

“Even gore worrisome than these is the recrudescence of communal and caste tensions." 
The incidents in U.P. began as private feuds but some groups quickly fanned the 
fires, so a8 to gake it appear that the government was unable to protect the minor 
ities. 


The wide publicity abroad for these incidents did no good to the country or to the 
task of building greater gutual trust among various sections of the people or be- 
tween the people and the police. 





Mra. Gandhi said situations leading to caste conflicts were being “contrived”. This 
had resulted in a series of clashes between the so-cal!«4 upper and lower castes. 


She regretted the growth of regional and parochial tendencies. The Assam agitation 
had given a “militant thrust” to many of the smaller regional and local demands and 
has spawned a host of demands for the removal of “outsiders” and preferences for 
so-called “locals.” 


She said problems were also posed by left-wing and right-wing extremist groups. The 
former, despite their fragmented nature, had succeeded in gaining considerable sup- 
port among the youth and students. They had also increased their violent activities, 


Right-wing groups were active in almost all current agitations. There was fear that 
communal elements had infiltrated the police forces and were unsympathetic to the 


minority groups.

{Text} Wew Delhi, Dee, 17.<-The Planning Commission today allocated to the Marxiet= 
ruled West bengal State Re 3,660 crores for the Sixth Plan (1980-85) and for the 
annual Plan 198)-82, Re 670 crores, againet ite demand for Re 4,900 crores and 

Re 767 crores, respectively. 


Announcing thie at a Press conference, Mr Jyoti Basu and hie Finance Minister, 

Dr Ashok Mitra, expressed total unhappiness over the allocation and said it was 
reached after “such hustle”. “Till yesterday, we thought there would be no agree- 
gent", commented 4 sombre looking Mr Basu. 


An equally geri@- looking Dr Mitra said thie did not leave hie happy, but “we have 
little choice”. He saw no evidence anywhere that the regional imbalances among 
States were being narrowed down. 


ie said that while the Centre had earmarked an unifore national price for coal, iron 
ore and steel, it had left out euch commodities as cotton, chemicals, ealt and 
natural gas. 


But what seemed to pugzle both the Chief Minister and the Finance Minister was 
that while the Planning Commission appeared to show concern and sympathy for the 
problems of the State, they were helpless in the aatter. “The Planning Commission 
did not disagree with us, but the fepression they gave was one of helplessness”, 
said Mr Basu. 


Since it was the Planning Commission for the entire country, it showld see to equi- 
table growth of all States. But what it had been doing was mechanical allocation, 


they complained. 


Mr Basu said that time and again, the question had been raised at the National De- 

velopment Council meetings, but nothing seemed to be done. There were vast differ- 
ences between regions and yet a body like the National Integration Council had been 
set up to bring the States together. 


Asked if the Centre was deliberately neglect West Bengal, Mr Basu did not hazard 
an anewer and refused to go into that question. The consequences of 411 this politi- 
cal bickering would be ewident at the end of the Sixth Plan. 
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The State Government had been crying bearee for « steel plant and petre- chemical 
complies, bul political infivences were coming in the way,

(Text) Tribal drum in Mayurbhanj, Purulia, Palamau or Reigharh no longer 
weave dame patterns in the air, Their sound is one of defiance made 
articulate by the Jharkhand Mukti Morcha whose leaders are pressing for the 
formation of « separate State to be carved out of 16 districts of Madhya 
Pradesh, Oriesa, Bihar and West Bengal. 


CPI(M) leaders have tackled the Uttarkhand problem with « measure of success. 

But Tharthend is posing more difficulties aot only beceuse ite leaders like 

Mr Sibu Soren or Mr A. K. Ray of the Marxist Coordination Committee have 4 

— Age for the great economic hardship which hee embittered the tribe! 
tion. 


Mr Binoy Chowdhury, the veteran CPI(M) leader and West Bengal Minister and 
other State and district leaders of the party have been touring the tribal 
pockets in Bankura, Purulia and Midnapore and warning the people against the 
secessionist activities of the Jharkhandis. But their appeals have not yet 
evoked the desirable response from tribale. They have remained aloof and 
sullen. 


There are some reporte that the Jharthandi are out to create 4 Tripura-type 
disturbance and are being supported by the Naxalites and the Congress (1). 
This, some leaders of the movement now in Calcutta flatly deny. They feel 
that sich violence will only hare their cause. Instead, they say they try 
to avoid confrontation with the police when they go to arrest Morcha workers 
in villeges. Moreover, their govement, they claim ie being supported by 
many som~tribale who are struggling for social justice. 


The Mukti Morcha set up in 1973 with Mr Binod Mahato as president and 

Nr Sibu Soren as general secretary has been agitating for the formations of 
a Sharkhand State with Purulia, Bankura and Midnapore districts in West 
Bengali, Santhal Pargana, Dhanbad, Giridhi, Hazaribag, Singhhum, Ranchi and 
Palameu in Bihar, Sundargarh, Sambalpur, Mayurhhanj and Keonjhar in Oriese 
and Sarguje and Raigarh in Madhya Pradesh. 


The Congress (1), Congress (U), Janata and the Bharatiya Janata Party oppose 
such 4 gove. While the CPI(M) favours are autonomy for these areas and 
opposes a Jharkhand State, the CPI's National Counci] has adopted 4 resolution 
favouring 4 separate state for the tribal people with continguous

Crores of rupees are being earned by shellac exporters but about 10,000 lac 
cultivators of Purulia are living the life of destitutes because the price 

of lace has crashed from Re 25 to Re 2 a ke, 


The JWarkhand leaders dream about 4 shellac corporation with the formation of 
& separate State. Wo thought they feel, is being given to the fate of about 
200,000 Santhais of 118 villages near Chandil in Bihar which are going to be 
submerged by the proposed Subarnarekhas project. “Development for whom?” the 
Morcha leaders want to know. 


Asked why they carry traditional arm like bawe and arrows, lathis and speare 
in processions, the Jharkhand leaders point out that these are only for 
self-defence against the hired goondas of money-lenders and rich peasants.

COUNTRY SAID LAGCING IN USE OF TEGMNOLOGICAL ADVANCES 
Oll Recovery 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 18 Oct 80 pp 1, 12 


{Text} Professor Dr ir (Engineer) Herman Johannes, professor in the technology 
department of the University of Gajah Mada Yogyakarta feele that Indonesia 
always seems to be behind in ite efforte to utilize technological advances. tte 
said that petroleum production which ought to have been increased in the past hae 
also been left behind. In fact this is because our country simply can't force 
the foreign oil companies to produce more than only « “primary recovery.” 


Speaking with KOMPAS on 17 October Professor Johannes showed that in the contracts 
in other countries, those governments are prepared to force foreign of] companies 
to produce ofl, not only from a primary recovery effort but aleo useing secondary 
and tertiary recovery efforte. Of course it often happens in the secondary and 
tertiary recovery efforts that the company gust plan on sustaining 4 loss because 
they feel that they ust use more advanced technology. "But how much wealth and 
profit have they already gotten from our earth?” asked Johannes. 


Hearing for the first time on TV on the night of 16 Oetober about Indonesia's 
desire to increase petroleum production when Minister of Mining and Energy 
Professor Subroto said that at present the of] technology used here ie only 
capable of recovering 12 percent of the of] in the of] fields, Professor Johannes 
eaid “It don't want to contradict the sinister, but according to the text books 
currently in wee here which I read and use to teach students, the technology cur- 
rently in use here is capable of recovering around 25-30 percent. Then by increae- 
ing through secondary and tertiary recovery aethods another 20 percent can be added 
eo that figures indicate that around 50 percent of the petroleum is recoverable. 


The former president of the University of Gajah Mada who formerly served as « 
meaber of the Supreme Advisory Council (DPA) said that if the 12 percent figure is 
true, then far too little of] is being recovered by the foreign oil companies. le 
himself doubted if only that percentage can be recovered. 


Touching on the report that Indonesia will expand ite search for the oil which is 
thought to be formed in 40 basins, Johannes said ve all hope thie will succeed. 
"Te te « challenge for us all to be able to find it and process it quickly.” te 
stated thie hope because in the past the government announced that there were 
about 30 basins. So that if in accord with later research there actually are 40 
basine, then the figure represents — revision of the figure announced before. 
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While pointing to the worldwide of] recovery production figures which he assessed, 
Professer Johannes said there are three kinds of reserves Listed in petroleum 
assessment. These are possible reserves, probable reserves and proven reserves, 

At present those that can be clearly recorded are the proven petroleum reserves be- 
cause these include production figures for of] already taken from the earth and 
the reserves which have already been explored which are found in basins, Probable 
feserves are petroleum reserves Which are estimated to be there based on various 
kind of research, Possible reserves are petroleum deposite which are hoped to be 
there, 


According to Professor Johannes, the government once said the possible reserve 
figure wae around 50 billion barrels. We personally feels that the determining 
of possible reserves is “very proper.” At least we should never feel we have a 
reserve of 200 billion barrels. “At present our proven reserves are around 16 
billion barrels. And of that figure some 9.6 billion barrels have already been 
taken out of the ground. In practice if there are no new of] fields discovered, 
it is estimated that reserves now total only around 6 billion barrels. 


According to Professor Johannes, since beginning oi] production in Indonesian 
fields Caltex alone has produced 4,2/3,961,516 barrels. The largest amount of 
thie they recovered ‘rom the Minas field at a rate of 337.1 barrele a day. This 
is actually the largest [Indonesian] field and is possibly only surpassed by four 
other oil fields in the world. Concerning the Duri oi] field figures indicate 
that production has reached 36,675 barrele a day. This field has been worked since 
1941 while the Minas field began production in 1944, 


Professor Johannes admitted that because of various reasons o11 production figures 
differ. Sut he is certain of the validity of the figures he has, because he got 
them from a very reliable agency that has never increased or decreased ite figures 
because of any political considerations, 


Relating to this he said that none of the target production figures for Indonesian 
petroleum since Pelita | [First Five-Year Development Plan] have been reached. In 
fact with the natural increase of energy needed each year being 13 percent, the 
government is facing 4 large dilemma. On the one hand it gust be able to furnish 
the oil needed domestically but on the other hand it faces the reality of declining 
amounts of oil available in the earth. 


But even so, Professor Johannes stressed that we don't need to worry that our energy 
[sources] will run out. Why? Because energy can be produced from biclogical 
materials. “This very challenge we must geet quickly. We gust prepere every 
policy decision and all the research needed to discover sew energy sources.” 


in a stronger statement he said that as our oil reserves are being used up (and 
this could happen very quickly) we won't be taken aback because we have gotten 
ready new energy sources. 


Closing the conversation, Professor Johannes gave several examples of Indonesia's 
being behind in using technological advances. He spoke of the sago forests cover- 
ing 7 million hectares which are found in Indonesia but have never been used. 

“Why don't we carry out the plane of the Dutch government that were made in 19597 
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They were going to build a sago plant in the Inanwatan area of Irian Jaya, 
Malaysia whose sago forests are less extensive has been able to construct 4 sago 
plant in Sarawak with a production capacity of 20,000 tone a year, “It can per= 
hape be said that the Indonesian people really don't like sago. But who would be 
forcing thea to eat sago’ Can't sago flour be used as cattle fodder to replace 
other feeds’ 


it ie the same with the sugar shortage (from sugar cane). We are constantly com 
plaining about the lack of sugar. But we never think about our nipah pale groves 
which total 1 million hectares and which aren't being utilized to any profit. 
Professor Johannes showed how in Malaysia and Sri Lanka they use the nipah palm 
to make sugar. From one hectare of nipah palms 16,850 liters of alcohol can be 
produced each year. This has been done for a long time by The British Nipa 
Diestilleries of Malaya. 


if sap from the nipah pale is distillated almost to the boiling point, it could be 
used by sugar @ille in Java to be processed into white refined sugar. The syrup 
can be kept for a long time and production per hectare is equivalent to around 

20 tons of SHS (Superieure Hoofdeuiker) sugar. The question, according to 
Professor Johannes, is when will we get started. 


Anewering 4 question if all of this is so convincing in figures, why ien't the 
government motivated to do something. Professor Johannes smiling said “That is 
something | don't know. Just as I don't know why we are so weak in discussions 
with the foreign oil companies that take their productions from our Indonesian 
earth. 


He immediately continued by saying that it is actually possible that Indonesia 

is “too good,” in ite dealings with foreigners and foreign oil companies. “But 

if it is true, why ie it that it is our wealth that we contribute to those who are 
already rich?” 


Department of Energy's Figures 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 20 Oct 80 pp 1, 12 


[Text] On 18 October the department of mining and energy responded to statements 
made by Professor Dr Ir Herman Johannes professor at the department of technology 
of the University of Gojah Mada which were carried as a major news story by KOMPAS 
on the same day. in its response to KOMPAS the department, in this case the 
directorate general of oil and natural gas, explained several aspects of Indonesian 
oil production. 


It said that since Indonesia discovered and began working its first ofl well around 
1890, the amount of crude oil produced totals 8.235 billion barrels, aost of which 
has come from the fields worked by Caltex Pacific Indonesia Led. This totals 

4.522 billion barrels. 


“Petroleum produced as a4 result of the processing of one of our natural resources 
has been used for development goals to the benefit of many people,” it was stated. 





According to the department of mining and energy, during Pelita | target production 
was set at 1,856 billion barrels while actual production was 1,860 or 0.2 percent 
above the target goal. Por Pelita Il target production was 2,629 billion barrels 
while actual production was 2.756 billion barrele or 2.6 percent below the target. 


Causes for the failure to reach the Pelita Il target included a sluggish inter- 
national oil market during the 1974-1975 period which resulted in a decrease in 
Indonesian crude ofl exports. For Pelita III the firet year's target goal was 
582 million barrels while actual production was 577 million barrele or 0.8 percent 
below the target. 


It is expected that for the second year, now in progress, the target goal of 572 
million barrele can be exceeded slightly. If so it can be said that the actual 
realization of the targeted goals will have been reached with only a slight dif- 
ference which is normal. 


These calculations of target production goals are based on estimates of the inter- 
national oil market situation on the one hand and on good sound mining practices 
on the other. These prevent the destrubtion of the present fields. 


In carrying out o11 production the ofl companies working in Indonesia not only use 
the primry recovery method but also secondary recovery methcus. 


When using the primary recovery method the ofl is produced by the force of natural 
pressure itself but in the secondary recovery method an outside force is added to 
the strength of natural pressure. This is in the form of water injections, gas 
injections, steam injections, etc. 


Secondary recovery methods were initiated in Indonesia in 1960 with water injections 
in the Benakat field (Stanvac 1960), water injections in the Minas field (Caltex 
1972), water injections in the Pendopo field (Stanvac 1972), water injections in the 
Prabumulih field (Pertamina [National 011 and Gas Co] Unit II 1975), gas injections 
in the Badak field (Huffco 1976), gas injections in the Tualang field (Asamera 

1976) and gas and water injections in the Rantau field (Pertamina Unit I 1979). 


At present the possible application of the secondary recovery method is being 
studied. These will use injections of water and steam at several Pertamina Unit I 
fields, injections of water at the Handil field worked by Total Indonesia, injec- 
tions of water at the Kotabatak field worked by Caltex and injections of steam at 
the Duri field aiso worked by Caltex. 


Also mentioned in the response was that of the total am wt of oil discovered, only 
4 emill fraction can be recovered. The percentage of recoverable oil depends on 
the technological advances used and is further affected by the price of oil on the 
world market. The percentage is known as the recovery factor. By using secondary 
methods of recovery a larger recovery factor is obtained than when only using 
primary recovery methods. 


As an example the Duri field which has a recovery factor of 7.5 percent was 
mentioned. This is due to the thickness of the Duri ofl and also to the limited 
natural pressure inside. By using steam injections it is expected that the heat 
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injected can reduce the viscosity and increase the pressure force so that the 
recovery factor for the Duri tield is expected to reach 33 percent, 


So production which at present is less than 40,000 barrels a day can be increased 
to 00,000 barrele a day. According to the department of mining and energy the 
average recovery factor at this time in Indonesia is around W percent. 


It wae added that production of Indonesian crude o11 comes from geological basins 
which are around a million years old. At present some 40 basins are known to exist 
ae 4 result of explorations by Nayoan and others around 1979. This work was 
actually the completion of explorations done by Suparyadi and associates in 1976 
which revealed that there were 28 basine in Indonesia. 


The change in the number of basins was established through more detailed geological 
data. The basins are places where there are deposits of sealife remains that over 
the process of time have provided the possibility of oil and natural gas forming 
in them. According to their nature the basins can have ao high, medium or low 
hydrocarbon potential. 


It was added that through exploration activities oil can be determined to be pres- 
ent and classified as possible reserves, probable reserves or proven reserves. 


Proven reserves are reserves where the recovery factor has been calculated. These 
represent dynamic factors. At present it is estimated that known basins including 
reserves already discovered could produce approximately 50 billion barrels of crude 
oil based on the technology levels now known and with present of] prices. 


In addition to increasing oil production, steps have been taken to increase the 
utilization of other energy sources so that oil exports can be maintained at the 
highest level possible to implement the national energy policy. 


The department of mining and energy presented figures as a picture of the results 
of national energy policy implementation which began to be stimulated around the 
middie of the 1970's. These are as follows:

POSSIBILITY THAT CONSTITUTION PERMITS SUBVERSION DISCUSSED 
Threats to National Stability 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 27 Oct 80 pp 1, 12 


[Excerpts] Pangkopkamtib (Commander of the Command for the Restoration of 
Security and Order] Admiral Sudomo said that the wording of the 1945 constitution 
would permit “subversive acts which are constitutional.” To participants of the 
First National Conference of alumi of the Student Regiment [Menwa] in Yogyakarta 
Sudomo also referred to a section in the rules of order for parliament [DPR] 
members as a “subversive section.” This was on the night of 25 October. 


According to Sudomo the meaning of subversion in politics is any activity carried 
out with the tent to overthrow the government or to change the constitution. 

In accord with this meaning the wording of the two sections in the constitution 
and the DPR rules of order permit acts of subversion. 


To the Menwa alumni throughout Indonesia Sudomo requested them to help the govern- 
ment to establish national stability. 


In addition to subversion the threats to national stability also include insurgency 
or insurrection, “direct actions,” developmental excesses, crime and national 
disasters. 


Disturbances to stability through direct actions have increased since the 1950's. 
These actions take other forms to deliver protests and force the government to 
change its policies, for example by demonstrations, hunger strikes, refusal to 
attend classes, etc. 


These direct actions, according to Sudomo, are a real source of later anarchy and 
generally are used with the excuse that they defend basic human rights within 
democracy. 


Based on past experience, he recalled the PKI methods used in their effort to stage 
a comeback. “Even last year we released 30,000 former PKI detainees who were the 
PKI nucleus of power in the past. 


The important thing to be done in dealing with the PKI is to carry out education 


based on the ideology of the Pancasila [ideological basis of Indonesia]. In this 
way the PKI's return can be thwarted, he said. 
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According to Sudomo there are three phases in the PKI's effort to stage a comeback, 
The first is the infiltration phase, the second is the ripesing-of=the revolution 
phase and the third phase is the Launching of the revolution, 


Warning to KOMPAS

[Excerpts] Wapangab [Vice commander of the armed forces/Pangkopkamt ib Adm Sudomo 
explained that in his speech to the First National Conference of Menwa in 
Yogyakarta on 25 October 1980 he did not use the term “constitutional subversion" 
but what he did say, Sudomo explained, was “subversion permitted by the constitu- 
tion.” He said this following being received by President Suharto at the Bina 
Graha on the night of W October. 


According to Sudomo the contents of the speech were only background information for 
the press and were to have been published later as a press release by Pangkopkamt ib. 
But the daily newspaper KOMPAS published it on 27 October. 


So Pangkopkamtib Sudomo said a strong warning wae given to KOMPAS because he con- 
sidered they had violated the press ethics code. 


According to the Pangkopkamtib, in his speech he didn't use the term “constitutional 
subversion" as reported by KOMPAS. "But in the recording it is clear I used the 
term "subversion permitted by the constitution, namely in Section 37 of the con- 
stitution,” Sudomo added after playing the recording of the speech to reporters. 


Article XVI on changes to the constitution, section 37 of the 1945 constitution 
states in subsection 1 that to change the constitution at least two-third of the 
total members of the Peoples Consultative Congress (MPR) must be present and sub- 
section 2 says that decisions are made with the agreement of at least two-thirds 
of the members present. 


Sudomo said that in his speech entitled “The Role of Menwa Alumni in Efforts to 
Build and Maintain National Stability and Development Security” he had tried to 
explain the meaning of “national stability." In connection with this he also 
tried to give understanding about threats, disturbances, anti-society processes, 
crime and national disasters. 


"To explain subversion I used a definition found in the Encyclopedia Britanica 
Vol IX (Micropedia) published in 1974 which states "Subversion in politics is 
action designed to destroy or overthrow an existing government or its constitu- 
tion,” said the four star admiral. 


According to Sudomo he also explained that subversion is an illegal act, not con- 
stitutional and against the law. "Then as an academic theory I used this to 
relate the problem connected with the statements in section 37 of the 1945 con- 
stitution which permits our 1945 constitution to be changed along with the MPR 
rules of order concerning the carrying out of the MPR special assembly in which 
the President /Mandatory is asked to be responsible for his policy and actions and 
which further permits the government to be replaced," said Sudom. 
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"Theoret ically, the application ef the subversion definition according to the 
Maeyclopedia Britanica, means that changing (he constitution and replacing the 
government are classified ae subversive activities but both are permitted by 
section 37 of the 1945 constitution and the MPR rules of order, It is clear 
that thie ie controversial |ecause subversion has never been constitutional but 


always against the lav.” 


According to Sudome hie view of thie academic theory only holds up to this point 
and doesn't allew the conclusion to be drawn a6 to whether the 1945 constitution 
or the MPR rules of order on epecial assemblies should be changed or improved, 
What ie clear is that the Indonesian armed forces don't want the 1945 constitution

PARL LAMENT GIALRMAN INVOLVED IN PYONGYAMG AUTO ACCIDENT 
Not Intentional 
Jakarta STINAR HARAPAN in Indonesian 19 Oct 80 pp 1, 12 


[Rxcerpts] The collision between the automobile in which the chairman of 
Parliament [DPR] and hie wife were riding and an army truck at an intersection in 
the North Korean capital of Pyongyang on Sunday 28 September 1980 haen't attracted 
much attention at home being little known by the public. 


The DPR chairman in both hie explanations given in Tokyo and in Jakarta said that 
the accident was “a normal accident entirely." 


But the one thing that is still pugseling is whether the accident was actually un- 
intentional. And if it was intentional who masterminded it and what was the 
motive’ These questions arise because of other considerations, namely that in the 
normal protocol for receiving official guests of high position from another 
country, everything in the visit connected with the importance of the two countries 
such as the ceremonies and security, is given thorough consideration. 


On the Sunday around 1600 hours local time the Indonesian DPR delegation consist ing 
of Daryatm@o and hie wife, Sugiharto, Hardjantho Sumodisastro and his wife, Amir 
Datuk Palindih, Zamroni and Moh. Akil along with the delegation secretary Suharto 
were -n route from the guest house to the Pyongyang metro subway station. 


A militery truck coming from the left ran into Daryatmo's vehicle, slamming into 
the left rear door where Mre Daryateo was sitting. The collision was so severe 
that Mre Daryatmo was flung to the right where her husband was sitting. Then her 
head struck the glass of the rear door. Daryatwo himself, possibly because of the 
sudden braking was thrown toward the front striking the back of the front seat 
where an interpreter provided by the host country was sitting. 


The Mercedes 240 was heavily damaged. It was bent L shaped. Daryatmo felt that 
the chauffeur who was driving them didn't cut back on his speed at all despite 

the fact that he was about to cross an intersection. The driver felt that with an 
escort vehicle in front of him and with the flags of the two countries of 

Indonesia and North Korea attached to the front of the car he was driving, at the 
very least the public vehiclaalong the streets of Pyongyang woul’ give way to thes. 








Daryatmo admitted that the DPR delegation's escort was somewhat more careless than 
would be normal in Indonesia, One thing that differs, for example, ie that the 
motor escort left the delegation being escorted about 100 meters behind, In 
Indonesia the escort vehicle would have been equipped with a siren and flashing red 
lights but it ien't so in North Korea, Also the officers weren't wearing uniforms, 
And in Indonesia the forward escort would have been one or more gotorcycles followed 
by an open police jeep while in North Korea only one jeep was used. 


A member of the delegation, Sugiharto, said that he felt that the military truck 
didn't wee ite brakes at all even though in front of it the driver could see that 
the car of the visiting delegation was crossing. 


Hardjantho Sumodisastro who arrived at the scene of the accident a few seconds 
later began immediately to make a record with his own personal camera. He also in- 
cluded pictures of Daryatm and hie wife while receiving treatment at the hospital. 


He did this with the expectation that the pictures would be an authentic record 
and could be used if necessary. But no one knows what happened but suddenly the 
camera's shudder release wouldn't work any more. Hardjantho then asked the help 
of a local official but sad to say the results were disappointing because the 
photos in the camera were “unintentionally overexposed.” 


Another member of the delegation added that from the time Hardjantho began making 
photographs of the incident, all of the host officials hardly blinked an eye ae if 
suspicioning something. 


The host's [North Korea] reaction to the incident was appropriate. Many apologies 
came from the chairman of North Korea's parliament Hwang Zang Yap. Also 

President Kim Il Sung conveyed through a representative of colonel's rank directly 
to Gen Daryatmo that “action would be taken against the chauffeur and I will safe- 
guard your safety.” Thies through a menber of the president's guard. 


Sugiharto explained that it is difficult to say whether the accident was in- 
tentional. “Who can say’? What is clear is that while we were there we were re- 
ceived with honor, but we were only given information about the ceremony of meeting 
with the president in whispers at night,” said the Karya Pembangunan | Development 
Group] fraction head in the DPR. 


Another DPR source said that when the North Korean parliamentary delegation visited 
indonesia on 24 April 1979 the chairman of the parliament Hwang Zang Yap took the 
opportunity and revoked one agenda item which had been arranged in accord with 
protocol. 


Even though not openly Hwang Zang Yap showed his attitude of being dissatisfied 

and hie feelings of being offended at that time. Wow, whether there is any relation 
between the two events no one can say with certainty. The Pyongyang incident took 
place two days before Indonesia commemorated the 15th anniversary of the killing of 
the seven army generals by the Indonesian communist party in their attempt to seize 
power here.

ite relations are only so-so. Therefore Worth Korea hae turned to Indonesia and 
the Association of South Bast Asian Nations in general. Thies is in an effort to 
increase North Korea's importance in the economic and political fields. Worth 
Korea is considering an expansion of trade with Indonesia, said the Karya 


Peabangunen fraction chairman. 


On the other hand Indonesia purchased 100,000 tons of rice from them in 1979 and is 
exploring the purchase of various kinds of petrochemical producte. 


Sugiharto concluded that Worth Korea couldn't have planned the effort to kill the 

chairman of an Indonesian parliamentary delegation but it had to be the CIA, which

REFUGEE INFLUX INTO BALUCHISTAN ON RISE AGALN 
Karachi DAWN in English 17 Jan 61 p 4 


(text) Islamabad, Jan 16--The influx of Afghan refugees into Baluchistan which 
had been on the decline since April last, has been on the rise again. 


The influx during 1980 touched the peak of 29,546 in March and in April it fell 
to 21,562. The figure kept declining till it touched the lowest level at 3,527 
in September. 


But according to the official UNHCR report on the Afghan refugees, the rate of 
influx into Baluchistan has since been on the rise and in November as many 4s 
19,114 refugees entered Baluchistan and registered themselves with appropriate 
authorities, 


During the same month (November 19860) the rate of influx of refugees into NWFP 
came down to 57,276 from 71,656 in October and 65,956 in September. This possibly 
indicated that the route of Afghan refugees to the NWFP was being blocked by the 
Kabul authorities and the refugees were now taking the alternative route leading 
to Baluchistan. 


The total number of Afghan refugees registered in Pakistau so far stood at 
1,309,505 at the end of November and it is estimated that the actual sumber should 
have reached 1.5 million by now, because the average race of refugee influx had 
been about 65,000 to 75,000 per month. Over 43 percent of the refugees vere 
children and 28 percent women. Only less than 29 percent were male adults.

MILITARY LEADERS GIVE VIEW | COUPS 
Colonel Prachak 
Bangkok BAN MUANG in Thai 17 Dec 80 pp 1, 2 


[Excerpts] Politicians and military men debated the law on constitutions. Colonel 
Prachak Sawangchit reveals the conditions under which the military would stage a 
coup. it would be in the event that a crisis occurred that could not be resolved 
democratically. He repeated that if the people stage a revolution, there would not 
be a nation left, but if the military stages a coup, the nation would survive. He 
expressed the need to sell all state enterprises including having the state entering 
into partnerships with banks. 


In a seminar with professors of economics and politics of the Teacher Training De- 
partment, politicians and military men were invited to participate in a debate 
around the subject of law and constitutions at Santitham Hall in the afternoon of 

the l6th. Those invited were Marut Boonnak, secretary-general of the Democrat Party; 
Col Prachak Sawangchit, commander of the 2d Infantry Regiment in his capacity as a 
senator taking part in the drafting of the present constitution; Chumphol Silapa- 
a-cha, Suphanburi MP in his capacity as a professor of economics and Mr Khinia 
Bulasuwan, Chonburi MP. 


Marut was the first discussant who said that of the 13 constitutions, three have 
been democratic. These were the third constitution of 1946, the fifth of 1949 and 
the tenth of 1974. The current constitution is undemocratic in many ways. The 
basic rights and freedoms of the people have been copied from the tenth constitution, 
but the good parts have been cut out and there are almost three-fourths as many 
senators as there are MPs, an excessively high number. Senators have almost as much 
power as MPs. They can even have a no-confidence vote against the government. 

Aside from this there are provisional sections which give regular civil servants 
political positions. Submitting draft bills must be sent through a draft law com- 
mittee. 


Col Prachak Sawangchit was the next speaker. tHe said that he had come into the poli- 
tical arena because he had found that there wae a difference between the living con- 
ditions of the urban dwellers and the rural people. “These people have shown us 
that it is time to help each other. If we don't, the nation will not survive.” 
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in drafting a constitution, he saw the nation's path to survival as that of having 
the king as leader of the nation. He evaluated the problem of doctrine and the 
economic changes now being confronted, People with some education will view the 
constitutional path as written as being possible, bul some people will etill say 
that the constitution must be 100 percent demmcratic. Colonel Prachak repeated his 
desice for an absolute separation of executive and legislative branches and that it 
would be sufficient if there were only two political parties and that writing the 
constitution would thus emerge in thie form. 


Concerning the politicians themselves, Colonel Prachak stated that elections in the 
past did result in good MPs being elected for the most part. MPs must be honest 
and look to the interests of the majority, be broadminded, listen to the views of 
others, and be patient in the face of conflicts. 


In conclusion, Colonel Prachak answered a question from the moderator of the debate 
concerning the conditions in which the military would stage a coup. He answered 
that the military would not stage a coup if it were not necessary. The necessity 
would be if the nation were to encounter such vexing problems which could not be 
solved by democratic means, in which the political parties did not need the voices 
of the people, if the institutions were threatened. However, if the government were 
to solve the problems by parliamentary means, such as by dissolving parliament, or 
by resigning, the military would say nothing. Colonel Prachak repeated that if the 
people were to stage a revolution, there would be no nation, but the military could 
stage a coup and there would still be 4 nation. 


Gen Athit [Kamlang-ek]| addressed the problem of communist terrorists in the current 
context. He said that at this time the communists are carrying out agitation cam- 
paigns which cover more than 40 provinces. If the government doesn't urgently and 
genuinely take action, the situation will be very hard to correct and the military 
would be confronting this problem forever. Aside from this, at the present time 
Thailand is still facing problems with Vietnam which is backed by the Soviet Union. 
There are other countries who bear us ill and want Thailand to fight Vietnam and 
will seize the opportunity in this situation to threaten us later. Therefore, at 
this time Thailand should not get careless and must stay on the alert. 


Athit Hite Political Role

[Text] Maj Gen Athit Kamlang-ek, First Army deputy commander said that no soldier 
Wishes to get involved with or be concerned about politics, but politics constantly 
involves itself with military matters.

The deputy commander made his statements in a4 seminar for professors of economics 
and politics of the Teacher Training Depari ment at Santitham Hall yesterday. He 
pointed out that in his own case, he wished only to be a combat leader of a single 
unit, but when he endeavored to perform his duties, political matters made their 
impact felt.

[Text] Gol Thanet Khoman, deputy prime sinister, has given an interview to newsmen 
concerning Thailand's policy of accepting refugees. He said that there have been 
ho changes because there have not yet been any discussions in the cabinet. However, 
in the opinion of the deputy prig@e @inieter himself, he has alwaye affirmed that 
opening the doors to refugees with no limite will be a danger to Thailand, because 
Thailand iteelf cannot bear the entire burden in that the financial conditions do 
not permit it. He has objected [to this policy] since the administration of Gen 
Kriangeak Chomanan. 


On the same occasion, he said that the policy of receiving refugees or illegal im- 
migrants will affect Thailand's security in the political, economic and social sense. 
Thailand should not be deceived by the words of flattery from abroad because it is 
the Thais themelves who need a greet deal of help. Thies has resulted in hurt feel- 
ing® and so preparations are being made to discuss thie matter with the prime min- 
ister. 


We agree with the deputy prime minister in his statement that it is appropriate to 
take another look at refugee and illegal immigrant policy because various situations 
have changed, eepecially those of the various countftes which had been providing 
assistance in supporting Thailand in its acceptance of refugees and illegal immi- 
grants. They have changed their attitudes, or said another way, they have stopped 
their assistance. 


When things are like that, for Thailand to continue a policy of accepting refugees 
ae it had been doing, would gean that it would have to bear a heavier burden, or 
would possibly have to use part of the national budget for these expenditures.
